Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-10, filed 6/29/2010, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1,5, 12-16, 18-24 and 26-30 under double patenting and 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding impendent claims 1 , 16 and 24, the limitations providing a record 
carrier with a higher precision inner radius to store data used for assisting writing a 
visible label on the record carrier with an indicated in at least three decimals for higher 
track pitch parameter, at least two decimals for channel bit length parameter and at 
least two decimals for parameter information are all considered novel in view of the prior 
art. Further, applicant has indicated by the terminal disclaimer that patent 7,538,787 to 
overcome the obviousness double patenting rejection. 

Regarding the dependent claims, the reasons for allowing are explained above 
with regards to the independent claims 1,16 and 24.
